Meat, Coffee 
Prices Jump in 
2 Arkansas Cities 


Little Rock, July 10 — (IP)— Meat 


and coffee prices in at least two 
Arkansas cities have soared in the 
two weeks since fighting flared in 
Korea. 


Increased prices of meat, espec- 


ially pork, were compared to the 
early days of World War Two in 
Little Rock, and Hot Springs re- 
ported both meat anf coffee prices 
much higher. 


T. W. Weiss, Cudahay Packing 


co., manager, Little Rock, said his 
firm has boosted port prices 12 to 
15 cents a pound and blamed the 
increase on the war scare 
and 


Little Rock Black and White chain, 
said his stores will 
raise 
pork 


prices 20 cents a pound today. He 
said big restaurant owners have 
been piling large supplies of pork 
in freezers. 


Hot Springs reported that gro- 


cery chains have 
boosted 
pork 


prices 10 cents a pound and that 
coffee is four to six cents a pound 
higher. 
Increases on grain 
and 


sugar also are expected. 


One chain buyer, who declined to 


be identified, blamed 
the meat 


prices on the fact that supplies are 
being held back to increase 
the 


price in case cash price ceilings 
are ordered.

D. C. Gates of Joinerville, Tex. 
Gates said he found the Americans 
this afternoon after four of them 
had gone at 9:30 a. m. (5:30 p. m. 
CST Sunday) to a front line area 
subsequently lost and regained. 


"They turned a corner and ran 


into two tanks," he said. 


One jeep turned round and made 


a dash for it, Gates 
said. 
The 


driver was killed but 
his com- 


panion escaped. 


"An observation post saw two in 


each of two other jeeps surrend- 
er," Gates said. "When I arrived 
on the spot I found my four men 
and three mortar men, t h e i r 
hands tied behind them and a bul- 
let fired in each face." 


Gates said the Americans had 


been assigned to move ammuni- 
tion forward. 


He said Americans and North
